—By a vote of 74 to 55, 
the 'house today killed the 
Avis bill creating a commis- 
sion to supervise horse rac- 
ing at; Texas fairs, after pre- 
viously 
voting 
down 
an 


amendment by Rep. Cecil 
Storey of Vernon striking out bet- 
ting features of the measure. 
The house was in a tumult after 


the vote as opponents of the meas- 
ure -shouted and shook hands. 
The ballot came after a two hour 
wrangle in -which foes of legalized 
betting on races attempted unsuc- 
cessfully for the 
second 
time to 
stage a public hearing. The house 
refused to open up the bill at 
a 


public hearing by a 94-26 vote. 


Storey Speaks for Bill. 
Speaking in behalf of the meas- 
ure without its contribution sec- 
tions, Storey declared it provided 
for control of fairs by a commis- 
sion and that it was sponsored by 
the state Cattle Raisers' Associa- 
tion, Sheep and Goat Raisers' As- 
sociation, and the 
majority 
of 


chambers of commerce and district 
fair associations over the state. 
Representative H. N. Graves of 
Williamson, said "attempted betting 
will rear its ugly head in a bill to 
be presented two years from now 
if we do not kill it for all time." 


Under the Avis bill, the fair com- 


mission would have been authoriz- 
ed to receive donations toward the 
entry of any horse. An amount 
not more than 10 per cent would 
have been deducted from the win- 
.er's share, one-fifth of which would 


' be given the commission and the 
remainder distributed to counties 
for the encouragement of livestock 
and poultry raising and farming.

DEBATE ON LIQUOR

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—OT—Be- 


fore gallery crowds lured by 
the 


prospect of an oratorical conflict 
between two renowned debaters— 
Reed and Borah—Senator Reed of 
Missouri resumed today his fare- 
well attack in the senate upon the 
prohibition law. 
The senator began soon after the 
day's session opened, aware that 
Senator Borah of Idaho c\>ntem- 
plated delivering a reply. 
Borah 
sat silently as Reed opened with 
the same bitterness he employed 
Saturday in his criticism of the dry 
law. The immediate object of his 
fire was the pending Jones bill to 
increase maximum 
penalties for 


violations of the law. 
Reed declared at tne beginning of 


his address that "a remark made 
Saturday in jest seems to have 
caused some uneasiness." He re- 
ferred to his statement that 
he 


might some time make public the 
names of congressmen who vote 
dry but nevertheless drink. 


Was Only a Joke. 
"I thought I have made clear 
thai it was a joke, but I suppose I 
should have labelled it so," the Mis- 
sourlan said with a smile. 
"I am 
not going to make those names pub- 
lic. 
I would not violate the confi- 


dence of friends. I may have made 
mistakes during my life butl have 
never sunk to the level of a prohi- 
bition informer." 
"Force has been substituted for 
reason," he said, "tne penitentiary 
for persuasion, cruelty for charity.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. 18.—CD 


—Henry S. Johnston, "under the 
dominance" 
of Mrs. O. O. Ham- 


monds, his recently discharged con- 
fidential secretary, James A. Arm- 
strong, her uncle, and George D. 
Key, chairman of the democratic 
central committee, was incompe- 
tent to administer the affairs of 
the governor's office, H. E. Sulli- 
van testified today before the sen- 
ate court of impeachment, before 
which Johnston is on trial. Sulli- 
van was Johnston's private secre- 
tary. 


The senate 
court, 
after ruling 


against reply of Mark Sexson of 
McAlester, past grand master of 
the Masonic grand lodge of Okla. to 
a similar question, based, however, 
on Sexson's observation of Johns- 
ton before he was elected governor, 
voted 22 to 20 to admit Sullivan's 
reply based on his observation of 
the governor while in office. 


"You 
have observed the expres- 


sion of the governor, while in his 
office?" asked R. H. Stanley of the 
prosecuting house board -of man- 
agers. 
"Yes," said Sullivan, whose testi- 


mony followed that of Sexson. 


"You 
have observed his conduct 


while in office, have you not?" ask- 
ed Stanley. 


"Yes," said the witness. 
"Then, would you say from your 


observation," 
asked 
Stanley, 


whether the governor was mentally 
competent or Incompetent to ad- 
minister the affairs }t the govern- 
or's office?" 
"With the domination of Mrs. 


Hammonds, Judge Armstrong and, 
to some extent, of George Ke;,, 
said Sullivan, "I should say he was 
Incompetent." 


Sullivan, related that detectives 


had been employed by the govern- 
or's office to watch tha movements 
of legislators assembled here In De- 
cember, 1927, for an attempted Im- 
peachment session, and, under de- 
tailed questioning, 
testified that 


Mrs. Hammonds handled the gov- 
ernor's mail, excluding from his at- 
tention mall she was quoted as say- 
ing he should not be permitted to 
see.

Key, Democratic state chairman, 
were delegated to ask Mrs. Ham- 
monds to transfer irom the govern- 
or's office to another department. 


Confer With Woman. 
Going to the 
capitol • the next 


morning, Dr. Mobley related, 
he 
and Key had a conference 
with 


Mrs. Hammonds in the "blue room" 
of the governor's suite. 


"Before we »aid anything," ._ Dr. 


Mobley sair, "Mrs. Hammonds said 
she knew what we were there for— 
that 'they' were trying to build a 
fire under her and that she was de- 
termined to fight to a finish. 
"We got pur hats and left," 
the 


minister said. 
The conference was told of Fri- 


day by Mose Anderson of Guthrie, 
secretary of the Masonic 
Grand 


Lodge of Oklahoma. 
• Dr. Mobley said today that the 
major purpose of the conference, 
which was participated in hy the 
governor and nine of his friends, 
was to urge Johnston to remove 
Mrs. Hammonds from his depart- 
ment.

LONDON, Feb. 18. (AP) 


—In prospective thaws a 
new danger appeared 
for 


Europe today. 
It is feared 


that eventually there will be 
floods, in which weeks' ac- 
cumulation of ice and snow 
in the mountain areas will 
spread destruction as they 
seek outlet to the sea. 


Meanwhile fierce 
snow 
storms 


were reported in Central 
Europe, 


ice conditions were as bad as ever 
In the Scandanavian countries, and 
sttll caused intense suffering in the 
Balkans. 


In the British isles the cold sub- 


sided somewhat. Along the coast 
particularly In 
London, the high 


wind was replaced with a heavy 
fog. 
Roads were clear In most sec- 


tions where there was 
no more 


snow yesterday. 


The Mail today said that with the 


intense cold of the last four days 
a more''virulent type of influenza 
than London has known heretofore 
made its appearance and claimed 
many victims. Tho symptoms were 
the same, being merely accentuated 
—temperatures higher, 
headaches 


worse, and 
general 
discomfort 


greater. 
Poland seems to have had the 


worst of the 
Central 
European 


snow storms. Railway communica- 
tion was disorganized and in East- 
ern Galacia many entire districts 
were completely cut off. Tarnoppl 
has been' unable to communicate 
with the outside world 
by 
any 


means other than radio since a 
week ago Saturday. The govern- 
ment has organized a sleigh village- 
to-village type of transportation in 
this district. Lwow 
closed 
all 


schools and abandoned train ser- 
vice with Warsaw. 


PREMATURE BLAST 
THWARTS-ATTEMPT 


TO BLOW UP TRAIN 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 18.—CIV-El 


Universal says today that prema- 
ture explosion of a dynamite bomb 
thwarted an attempt to blow up a 
train between Guadalajara and Co- 
lima yesterday. 
Insurgents, the paper says, plac- 


ed a bomb on the tracks between 
the stations of Manzano and Nicho- 
las, in the state of Jalisco, but it 
exploded 
just 
before 
the train 
reached it. Later information said 
the train had arrived safely at Co- 
lima, capital of the state of that 
name.

train 
the insurgents

station at Mansano. There were no 
casualties. 
Troops were sent 
in 


pursuit of the maraulers.

The grand rush to pass hun- 
dreds of bills before the sine 
die adjournment, only three 
weeks removed, is about to 
start. Some 300 bills are on 
the calendar In the house, and 
there remain only 17 working days 
of the regular session, If the legis- 
lators labor on Washington's birth- 
day and Saturdays. 


Lieutenant Governor Barry Miller 


in the senate and Speaker W. S. 
Barren in the house have 
taken 


double hitch on the reins to check 
a stampede which might result in 
the passing hurriedly of scores of 
measures which 
under leisurely 


consideration might be kept from 
the statute books. 


It is customary for legislators to 
start their biennial work with re- 
luctance and a characteristic to fin- 
ish up at top speed. This legislature 
is no exception to the rule. If any- 
thing, It got off to an even more 
sluggish start than many of its pre- 
decessors. But a large amount of 
work can be done In the closing 


this week in the house. 


Llttlo Accomplished 


The legislature has accomplished 


little In big things so far. 
It has 
passed the resolution calljng 
for 


a constitutional amendment to in- 
crease tho supreme-court member- 
ship to nine, thus accepting one of 
the governor's recommendations for 
"court reform." It has rejected the 
governor's suggestion that employe- 
es^of the state be placed under the 
civil service merit system. 


This week it will consider 
the 
highway bond issue proposal 
and 


bills effecting a reorganization and 
concentration of the penitentiary 
system, both of which are advocat- 
ed by Governor Moody. Interest In 
the outcome is keen with the gov- 
ernor personally active in support 
of both. 


Although the rivalry between the 


two factions who split the demo- 
cratic party during the presidential 
election was lessened somewhat hy 
the house's defeat of the Mankin 
bill barring as candidates in the 
1930 
party primary anyone 
who 


scratched the ticket last Novem- 
ber, 
thfc fires of political differ- 


ences were renewed by Senator A. 
J. Wirtz oC Sepuin, when he sent 
up a bill signed by 16 senators— 


majority—which would give tbe 
state democratic state 
executive 


committee increased rowers. 


Would Untie Hands 


Under the present law the com- 


mittee had the power to "prescribe 
qualifications" 
of 
candidates or 


voters in the primaries, but these 
are 
restricted by this language: 


"Provided that no person shall ever 
be denied the right to participate 
In a primary in this state because of 
former political views or 
affilia- 


tions." Senator Wirtz' hill would 
delete this restriction and permit 
the 
committee to go "tho whole 


route." if it cares to. 


There is a movement on to bring 


peace to the party ajid it was this 
sentiment that likely brought about 
defeat of the 
Mankin 
measure.

LAST YEAR. 


A total of 9,753 miles of 


Federal-aid highways were 
improved in the calendar 
year ending December 31, 
1928, by the 48 state high- 
way departments and that 
of jHawaii, in co-operation 
with the Bureau of Public 
Koads of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
Of that total, according to 
figures compiled by "the bu- 
reau. 7,625 miles had not 
previously been improved 
with Federal aid, while 2,-

(AP)—Apparently shot to 
death when he resisted rob- 
bers, Glenn A. Coulson, 60, 
retired jeweler and a pio- 
neer citizen of Greenville, 
was found dead in a hotel 
room here today. 


Coulson was alone. Mrs. Coulson 
was in Dallas visiting a daughter.
